A fatal shooting offuir tnok 
place near the Volunteer ‘Head- 
quartors-last night,‘ whon an .In- 
dian constable was shos by a 
Weihaiwei constable, following a 
quarrel. The official roport of 
the affair is as follows: . 

“At 1015 pm, on Friday, 
Indian constable 221, -Gulam 
Mahomod, was on post duty ‘at 
the Volunteer Headquarters and 
Chinese «constable D. 321, a 
Shantung nidn, named Hea 
Yuun-hua, wos on beat duty in 
the same neighourhood. These 
two men met ot a” point et the 
ond of the Volunteer Hend- 
quarters Parado Ground near the 
road, A quarrel started, for some 
Teason at presont unknown, The 
ground noar-by indicated that 
thero liad been a fight or struggle 
of some kind, during which the 
revolver of the: Weihsiwei 
constable was discharged. Tho 
bullet penetrated the groin of the 
Indian constable, and it appears 
to have severed ong of the main 
arteries. : 

“The Weihaiwei soneixtle ‘then 
wont up Garden Road and repor- 
ted tovthe Indign constable .on 
duty at the Peak Tramway station 
traffic post, that thore. had been a 
fight and that. Constable B. 221 
wasshot. The Indian constable, 
to whom the report . was 
made, "then accompanied the 
Shantung man back to. the _ spot 
whore. B.221 was ‘lying. They 
thon summoned the police - from 
headquarters. Tho wounded man 
was takenina chair to Police 
Pandanentenk He died on the
